TilO ueodlo is one of the most niioioiifc 
iugtruiuents of wliicli wo Imvo imy rec- 
ord.- Tho modoni iieodlo is a pointed 
instruinont Imviugau oye.aiKl is ii.Siidfor 
carrying u thruud through soiuo tciiui of 
fabri lo or other material. It in pi (;l>iibli!, 
however, tliat tlio needlo.s of (hose people 
who livwl in very iiiicieiit tiiiio.-i hud no 
cyea, as instruments of hone, wliioh 
wore luost likely u.sed for thi.'i purno .e, 
v/tiro found iu caves that wore inhiioited 
byltho apcient people of Franco; and 
tfi^ needles of ancient Egy])t, whieh are 
poscribed as being bronze, do nut up- 
bear to have been made witii eyes, 
dome writers are of tlie opinion that in 
place of the eyo a circular deiire.ssion 
was made in or near Iho blunt end, in 
which the tlireail was buried. I'linv 
describes the needles of broiii'.o wiiieh 
wore used by the Greeks and Roiuaiis. 
These ingtruments have been found in 
the ruins of Horculaneum. 

Tlic tirst account tliat history fjivc.-i of 
the iiianufaeture of nceillos is thai lliey 
were made at Nureinbiu-|; in 17(10, anil 
while the date of their lii-.st inanufaeliire 
ili England is in donbt, it. is said to have 
commenced in that con 11 1 ry aljoiit i5-4;i 
or 1645, and it is asserted that t lie art 
was practiced by a Spnnisli lu^f^ro or na- 
tive of India, who died willidut diselos- 
ili|^ the secret of his proet'ss. l»uriiin the 
roign of Queon Elizabeth this industry 
was revived and has continued ever 
sineo. Christopher Ctreeiiing and a iir. 
Darner established needle factories at 
LongUredon, Redditch, near in England, 
1850, and these were soon followed by 
other London needle makers. 

Ecdditeh is still the center (jf ni'edle 
I manufaotnre. Tho eyes of the earliest 
needles were square. Many niisuceess 
ful attempts were made to briiin out the 
"j«o-.callod "drill-eyed" before tlicy wore 
finally introducetl in IBiJti. Two years 
later the burnishing nnichine, in which 
the (!yes of the needle were polished was 
completed. In this machine the needles 
are strung on a steel wire, which is 
cansed to revolve rapidly and thereby 
imparl a beautiful finish to tho eye. 

The pi-ocess of hardt ning needles was 
for mauv vears aecoinplislied by casting 
them, while red-hot, into coltl water. 
By this means a large proportion be- 
eaiiio crooked, and the services of a large 
number of workmen were rtxiuirod to 
Btraighten them. In 1H4U tho substitu- 
tion of oil for water took place, and a.i 
this caused a large number of the work- 
men to bo thrown out of employment, a 
riot took place at Rodditch, and thi.- iii- 
trotlucer of the oil process was driven out 
of town. The machinery for making 
needles has now been brought to such a 
statu of perfection, that from the coil of 
Btcol wire to the fini.shed needle, the 
machines used purftn-in their vigorous 
oporatlon.s in a manner that may bo said 
to bo almost automatic.

., An invention of an o.xtcnsivc poultry 
Bhipi>er in Indiana is so designed ami con 
strueled as to enable the shipping of live 
fowl.4 any di.stance by rail without any 
of the drawbacks attending the haiidliuj/ 
of "orates" and "ba.ikets," which are lln^ 
bane of tho exiiross agent eTerywli(;re. 
Tho oar is not unlike a stock ear in gen- 
eral appearance, haviug four or live 
decks or floors far enough apart to ae- 
oominodato standing poultry. Each 
deck may bo sejiarated by jiortable par- 
titions into coinpiirtinonts, or tlic^ length 
of tho car may be thrown toKnther, 
Each compartnieiit is provided with a 
luaiii.dopr, which locks asrjioreafter de- 
Boribedl^ahd" each door has a sliding 
door, which locks independently, for uxo 
in transfer. A simiilu coutrivance of 
rotls and stjiples locks with a lever crank 
every door at once, and a storm curtain 
])ixiteots the fowls in bad weather. A 
feed and water trough, which holds feetl 
and water for a trip to tho seaboard, and 
•wQl not allow tho latter to splas.h out, 
tops oflE the completeness of the inven- 
tion. '■ ■

THE ARMIES OF THE FUTURE. 

What u I>riiiiHluii major and a frviicU 
Colonel IIuvi' (n .Say.

Two noteworthy bonks have just ap- 
peared in cDntiiieiital Kurope. Om,- is 
tho ".Nation Annies," by do (ioll/., a 
Prussian niajov. On the heels of it 
comes a book called "I'Europe Sous les 
.\rniee," by Col. lionnebort, the former 
jirofes.sor of the military school at tit. 
t'yr, Kranee. 

iioth tlie.se works, fnjin directly oppo- 
site political slaiulpoiiits, agree in one 
thing, which is that the first European 
nation which relaxes its viffilanee will 
infallibly losi3 its military position and 
piestio;e inul be tho victim of every eol- 
lisiini whioli might ensue. Tho Prussian 
nia.jor says t hat if war is to l)e avoided a 
nation can only esr-npi^ it liy Iwitig '^o 
prepared lliiiC no other nation will ilare 
to be its a;^>cressor; in other words, na- 
tions unwilling to perish by the sword 
must Ixieonio bankrupt in peace; they 
have simply a choice bet ween two evils- 
national subjugation or national Insol- 
vonev. 

While the French colonel is not so bru- 
taily frank as the Prussian major, in his 
Galliean coiirti'.sy of s|)ecch, his postiion 
amounts to about the same tliiii};, while 
boih agree with \'on iMoltke — that ' ilic 
empire of tlio world is obtained only by 
war and by war alonu can be main- 
tained." 

Further than this tho Prussian major 
contends witli liis late chief — now 
on tho retired list — in elVcci 
that the scientific war metbofl now 
adopted by Germany- is iiisci^ai'uble 
from an offensive brutality; that (ier- 
man tactic? are to strike crushing blo\vs 
on the field of battle: but, above all. 
that the foe must be paralyzed by the 
(employment of gifjantic masses, while 
the criiKincnn' says, willi .Mark Antony: 
"llaiipen what may! misfortune is un- 
chained, let it go whitherit will." 

On hi.s .side, the French colonel, with 
the idea of waking up and warning 
France, which country ho asserts is 
whi;lly unpri.'pared, shows that not inero 
arniii.'s but armed iiati<ais are hiu'eaftiu- 
to meet on the baltlc-tielil. bodui.ting 
ovorvlhing, the real numbdr of troops 
available tu the Held in Europe now is; 
Germany, il, 800, 000; liiissia, '.i.ridO.auO; 
Austria, 1,266,000; Italy, a,.^.70,0i)0. 
This would give the triple '7,.")00,(100, and 
the tinadruple alliance 10,000,000 com 
bataiila, with 1,600 batteries of Held 
guns. 

The .same destructive emulation is 
apparent in naval matters. When Italy 
constructed 100-tou guns, England im- 
mediately produced a monster can nou of 
200 tons, throwing a projectile of 15,000 
pounds, pieroiiiK armor three feot thick. 
For the last I welve years \Vi)ohvii'li ar- 
senal lias turned out a field battery daily, 
while England, Belgium, Italy, (JiT- 
many, Russia. France and Austria are 
expending millions yearly in defensive 
and Other foiliiflcations. 

But Gol. Hennebert points out that it 
is chiefly in Germany that offensive arm- 
aments arc being created ami olrensive 
works couslructod; that these poinl in 
two directions, toward France on the 
west and Russia on the east; while, even 
at the moment of writing, in the in- 
trenched camp at Strussburg, railroad 
trains stand filled with supplies of all 
kinds jirepared to start in any direction 
on receipt of a teli'gram from Berlin. 

Tho conclusion ot both writers is that 
the ne.xt war must be of a destructive 
violenco wlileli has been unknown nj* to 
the present day; that on both sides will 
be displayed, in this struggle to the 
death, all moral and material forces pow- 
sible for- the work of mutual annihila- 
tion.

pany or in building up a large city on the 
shores of Burrard Inlet. 'I'he Norlheru 
Pacific Railway cc-mpany although running 
for more than a year hris never deemed it 
worih their while to bid for the trade. 
We have never over- rated that trailio; and 
do not underrate it when we now say that 
in 80 far as Mr. Van Homo's estimate 
gooa tho tralhc ia a delusion. Nay more, 
tho London Times publishes statis 
tics which show that tho total 
imports of tho Chinese eiuinre in 1S."3'2 
auiountod to (Uily t'il.OdU.OOll. The ex- 
ports for tho same period were of tho value 
of £19,08-i,.i;il). The import trade has 
been declining for tho past two years for 
tho Chiueso have taken to manufacturing 
themBelves. One third of the Chiuese Im- 
ports in 1882, accordiug to the authority 
above quoted, consisted of opium from 
India iu which England pay.s her aeeount 
for tea aud silk. Nearly half of tlu' re- 
mainder wiis composed of cotttui gcjods. 
Thesu figures rudely dispel the wild dream 
of Mr. Van Homo and other enthusiasts as 
to the immonso advautagos that were to 
flow from thu contact of the oMesl and 
youngest civilizations iu the woild. .Vdded 
to tho toHtiniony of Jlr. Field and that of 
tho Londou Times there is tlial of ihe Sau 
Fraiicinco Bulletin of very recent date, 
which says : 

" Our trade with Cliina is unprofitablo to 
the lost degree. We iiU])ort about fiuir 
dollars worth to thu one dollar we exjxjrt. 
Tho greater part of the Chinese trade is 
done at this port. It i;i susceptible (>f easy 
proof that tho coiuniuuities at the Kast 
which were oiu'o .so reaily to sell us out ou 
tho Chinese ipiostion, do live timex more 
trade with us than thoy now do, or will 
ever do with the Chinese empire." 

Those among us who are about to undii- 
iuyestmetits on the strength of what Mr. 
' Van Home 'sold about the uostern tratlle 
should consider these facts and opinions 
we have laid before them. That the Caiui- 
diaii Pacific Kailway will !).■ a gn at eoloni- 
iUltion road wo truly believi:, but that the 
Oriental trallic it may onjoy will add to its 
value aud importance or build up and 
inaintoiii a hamlet we do uot buliove. 

COMFKNSATION IN A NEW 
PHASE. 

Our esteemed morning contemporary in 
view of the probid>le removal of the CP. K. 
terminus from Port Moody to Coal 1 1 arbor, 
colls on the local government to eompeii. 
sate the holders of lots at Port Mnoily for 
their losses! IIo idtes the precedent of 
Derby, saying that investors in lieihy who 
bought lots lit Now Wesuniuster ami were 
credited oil their last punduise with lb" 
unioui'it thoy had paid at Derbj'. Our con- 
temporary is generally iiu on'cot in bis 
facts; he is always wmng whf-n he quotes 
history, Derby was laid out by private 
speculators, aud persons who invested Ihcre 
lost every dollar that they put in. Langley, 
further up tlio river, was laid out by the 
govornmeut, aud many lots were sold there. 
Afterwards the government decided to 
abandon Lanyli^y as tho siti^ of their ofHeos, 
aud Holocted New Wesliniiister instead; 
whereupon parties who had bought at l.ang- 
Ity aud afturwards at New Westminster were 
credited on the last iiurehase money with thi^ 
auKUlul they had paid for tlie Langley lots. 
Our conteinponu'V does not I'Xjjlaiii how 
far hb would like the (roverniiK^nt to go iu 
compousating the Port .Moodyites. The 
town of Port Moody was laid .out by sjiecu- 
lators, as was Derby in 1858. The 
government sold no lots then^, but 
liion who binight large blocks ot 
land from the governmeiil at 1^1 an acre 
reaped a rich har\ e3t of dollars by selling 
thorn as town lota. Now, which class 
does our e. c. wish compensated — the 
clasa who purchased at one dollar au acre 
or thu class who purchased lots at from 
$100 to S2000 each? If tho former, tho 
coat to the treasury would be .small in- 
deed; but if the latter, the entire revenue 
of the country for live years would be ab- 
sorbed. We doubt if even the enormou.s 
revenue of tho Standard could resist the 
strain or prove Buliicient to compensate 
the unfortunate lot hildors. Hut our 
contemporary writes like a cliild. l^et 
him carry his compensation principle a 
little further, and see where it would 
land him. Every man who had pur- 
chased a lot in any decayed town would 
have a claim against the Rovernment for 
componsfltion. We strongly suspect that 
our conteinpcir.'iry has burned his lingers 
at Port Moody, and W(]uld fain cool them 
at tho oxponso of the province.

Pktai,uma, Cal., September 'Jlli.- This 
community was shooJied last night by an 
atrocious crime, tho poisouiiig by a father 
of his four children and his suicide by 
stryehuiuo. Among the passeiigors wh.^ 
oaiue down from Sauta liosa yesterday 
afternoon was a middle-aged nuin, thessed 
as a comniou laborer, aocoiupauied by four 
small children, three boys aud a girl, the 
latter being the eldest iind upiiarently about 
elevon years old. Quitting tin' depot, they 
made their way several hundred yards 
down the track until they reached n vacant 
lot, one corner of which was fenced in with 
high boards. In this sheltered corner thoy 
secreted themselves, aud no further utten- 
tiou was given the strange parly until be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock, when ■losepli I.yiicli, 
a resident near by, suggested t<j a friend 
that they go over aud see how tho campers 
were getting along, remarking that it was a 
pity fen- those little children to remain out 
in tho cold all night and that he should in- 
vite them tc conic into his lu.u^i . Ai coiu- 
ingly, he aud his friend, ^\■illiam I'lckeiing. 
repaired to the vacant lot, whore they found 
the four children stretched upon a siiiglo 
blanket ou the ground, while the father was 
in kuooliug posture by a water-trough close 
at hand. Seeing Lynch and Pickering ap- 
proaching, ho said; " For God's sake l>ring 
something to eat; we are hungry." 

Lynch lia.stened to his house and wa.s 
about half au hour preparing food for 
them. Ou returning with it ho met Pic- 
kering, who said: "Thoso children act 
strangely." The two returned to the bit 
and this lime fuund the family all lying 
down on tho blanket, ranged in a row. In 
response to iSIr. Lynch's remark, "What's 
the nnitter with tlio children !" thu father 
replied, "They have the chills." Ho then 
showed signs uf distress and e.\.claimed: 
"I want to die with my childron! (lod 
have mercy on me!" "Oh," cried the 
little girl, rai.-iing from her hare bed, "1 
believe \y\\i<\ has poisoned us all! lie gave 
U3 all u liite -vtuH'out of a bottlu. " 

-Mr. Lynoh thou made hot hiisto to 
reach thu town, a quarter of a niilo dia 
tant, and soon returned with a physician 
and aoveral city ofHcers. The father ami 
the olde.Ht buy wore in the last throes of 
death, the girl and the next oldest hoy 
wore in ccuivulsiona, and the smallest, 
child, though sutl'eriiig from rotcbiiig, 
seemed the least ati'ected and was siu'ii 
relieved. At about 1) o'clock tho father 
and the oldest boy expired. Tho three 
other childron wore convoyed to tho resi- 
dence of Mr. Lynch, where everytliini; 
possible waa (hjiie for the suti'iu-er.i. \\ 
1():,'>() the ue.xt oldest boy died in terrible 
agiuiy. Tlie girl ciiHtinued to have, fre- 
(pient hard eouvul,-,ion.'i up to '_' a in., 
sincu which time she had boon sleo])iiig 
at frc<pmnt intervals, and to-night is ({iiito 
comfortable. 

Upon tho father, who waa dressed na a 
laborer, in lilnok and white cliecked wool 
shirt, gray vest, brown overalls and shoes, 
was found $21 <10 in coin, a Catliulic 
medal and catechism and the following 
note in a good, legible hand:

To-day the little girl staled that her 
father's name! waa I'atrick Sliea; lliat thoy 
came hero from Su.Hauville; that her nauu- 
waa Mary Shea, eleven years old, and that 
her three lir^tliera wcu-o Willie, (Jenrgo 
ami Frank, aged re."p(.'cti v ely eiglil, six 
and four year.s. l!efore coming bore shii 
waa living with a hidy named VVdliumsuii 
at Folsom. She waa kindly treated and 
sent to school, lior father came a week 
ago and took her away. He told linr Ibat 
hor mother died one week agi', liiit b\\<- 
did not know lhal it w.is su. Her 
mother aud falluirdnl not live peaceably 
together.

Stiiitciidons Explosions Near at 
Ilaua. 



Tliu London Times of September 6lh 
published u aoiiaational story coiicorning 
the alleged revival of dynainito plots 
againat the British Crown . According tr, 
the Times, eotiatant and increuHiug traflic 
in dynamite haa heeri uri^anized hotwouii 
tho conspirators in England and their ctil- 
Umguos ill tho United States. So success- 
fully has tliia smuggling of dynamite from 
.\nierica into England boon carried on re- 
cently that the Times alleges tho autluni- 
tiea have boon cumpellod t) set U[) lliu 
moat e.\traordinary procautioiis for the 
.safely of the dill'ereiit inembura of the 
royal I'aniily. The impression conveyed 
by tho sunaational publication ia that the 
dynamiters havo boon enormously active 
ill secret for aomo time past; that they 
havo succoodod in colleetiiig in llluglaud a 
vast amount of cxploaivea; that the ne,-ir 
future will witnosa the must violent out- 
break of dyuainite outragOH that ever jet 
occurriid in Liroat Britain, aud that the 
cuiispiraturs will direct tho principal at- 
tack straight at tho tlirone itself. Tim 
staleiueiita of I ho Times attracteil nuiver- 
sal ulloiiliou, hut have produced no alarm. 
.•\n ollioial in charge at Scotland Yard 
aays: "Thu story deaerves no attention 
at all unless to bo ridiculed. It ia triiu 
that wo maintain a vory close aystein uf 
Inspuutiou over all vessels arriving in 
England from foreign ports. Tho surveil- 
lance haa been so coiniilete, we buliove, 
that it has for a long tjiiui mailo theaiaug- 
gling of dynamites practically inip(jssible. 
There has boon 110 occ.-ision recently to 
oxleiid oriinprov e tho watch, nor haa any- 
thing ariaen to warrant tho fear that any 
member of tlie royal family ia now 
in an)' apocial danger from ilynainile 
attacks. "

A few of the Sdldiora 
and the police were also peiipered freely. 
Tho major waa at length t;ikon caro of by 
Mr. Charlie McCabe and others, who 
escorted him to Mi. SJieppard's. There 
WIIS talk of taking up a subscription to 
clean the disGgureil houses and to clear 
up the front yards.

New YoilK, Sejit. 7. — The Sun'a cablo 
special says: — The fust aud greatest fact 
in the oratiuua of Mr. Gladstone is that 
there is notigoing to be a dissolution iu 
Iho autumn. That is tho moaning of his 
veheiiieut declariition that ho will not al- 
low the hoiiao of lords to decide tho date 
of an appeal to tlio pouplo..

con noil. Mr. Chamberlain says that Earl 
.Sjieiicer haa iu one nimnont retarded by 
twenty yeara tin.' p.-icilication of Ireland, 
and poiiiia lo the siilieii rocoption of the 
Lord Liciileiiant at Killariioy as a con- 
firmation of hia o|)iiiioii. Tho Parnellito 
orators in the iiieaiitimu are making Lord 
Sponcor'a remark thu text for their spoochea 
in the autumn campaign. They say that 
tho Lord Lieutenant haa "lot the cat out 
of the b;ig," and haa biddly and brutally 
expriisai'd what tho goveriinient means 
aiKl doHiroa, but has not yet had the man- 
liiieaa to say.

M. Buck ill a new work on "Siam" thus 
dcscrilios the o.xociition of a murderosa: 
An open spaco was formed and kept clear 
by the soldier.H, in tim middle of which 
llie woman was placed. The two poles 
wil li the ci o.s.sli.i rs were now takiui away 
.so that her head wa.s free, and she was 
ordered to ait on the ground with hor 
back agaiii.st a couple of small woodiui 
poles, to which her Upper arms and body 
were tied by olio of the executioners. 

Of these functionaries there wore ai.x, 
every one of tlieiii dressed iu a scarlet 
waistcoat, triiiiiiied with gold laco round 
tho edgUB, and a acurlot cap on tho head. 
On the forehead thoy had all put some 
whilii chalk or lime, the object of which 
I dn not know. Each was armed with a 
.sharp Japanese sword. I asked why so 
many cxocutionors were wanted. Mr. 
.S'dnniii explained tiiat it waa in caae the 
first or aecuiid exi!cii( ionor failed In their 
stroke. 1 managed to get in the front 
row of tho onlookers, among the oflictals, 
and close by one of the Xhig'a brothers, 
so that I could see overythiug that oc- 
cnrr(!(l, The tirat executioner, after liav- 
iiit; tied (ho winiian to the posts, prepared 
her for tho loss of her head by cutting 
her long hair, so aa to got a clear view of 
tho neck. A fter thia he took some clay, 
ridled it between his hands, divided it, 
and plujrged hor ears with it, so that she 
should not hear the noise going on; her 
nose also was jdnggial. Then the execu- 
tioner iiluced a piece of clay on the spot 
where Jio intended to hit her. During the 
proparations the woman exclaimed ; "take 
iny life ([iiiek! Take my life (piicl;!" Now 
followed u sort of a dauco, preceding the 
oxocntiou, the e.cecutiouorB following each 
other at a ahort distance away from tho 
victim, waiving their awords iu the air, and 
(lancing backwards and fonvards once or 
twice; thou the first executioner rushied 
forward, and at a single stroke severed the 
bend from tho body. A fotmtain of blood 
rose from the headless trunk, while tho 
head rolled along tht- ground right iu front 
of lis, till it nearly touched our feet. Tho 
crowd now slowly dispersed, hero and there 
muttering : " She got her deserts, ' '

The Old Cemetery. 



This resting pLice of the mortal roniains 
of many of Victoria's old pioneers on 
Quadra street, for so long neglected, has 
undergone a transformation lately that 
must be vory gratifying to all who have 
friends interred there. A handaomo fence 
has been placed around tho cemetery and 
neatly painttd.and tlie walks and grounds 
have boon cleared of all tho fallen loaves 
and scrubby growth that pravieiialy rend- 
ered ihem unsightly. The treeahave also 
boon trimmed, and tho place guiierally so 
renovated that instead of an unkupt mass 
of weeds and scrub, tliero are now tho 
Knig avonuiis with tho drooping willows 
bordering them, interapersed with over- 
groons and neatly trimmed edges, giving 
the home of tho dead a quiet, shady, plea- 
sant appearance. 

In this quiut retreat are tho humea of 
our pioneers, those men and women who 
braved all tho perils inctdont to tho open- 
ing up of the country to tho civilizing iii- 
fiuences of the white man, and could they 
but witiieM.s the g -owlli that liaa followed 
their lirat oU'orts it woukl in ii aenso repay 
thorn for the trials t.lioy uncounterod. The 
lirst burial placo of the col(jny waa located 
at the corner of Douglas aud Johnson 
atreoLsin 1812, and when the one on Qua- 
dra street was inaugurated in 1818 the 
b(Uie.s of all interred Ihoru were removed 
to it, though some recent excavations for 
fiumdationa on tho old site brought to 
light the remains of several who had been 
omitted in tho transfer, probably some in 
unnuiiu'd graves. The :)id man who wa.s 
caretaker of tho t^biadra street comotery 
is now dead, and the riiconla of thu place 
lost, so thai it could not be loanicd who 
was first l.iid there to ro.nl ; but lliert^ i.i a 
wooden slab in an old enclosure cliionicl 
Ing tho death of "Rebecca Duigla.s, 
daughter of James (afterwards !Sir .lanioa) 
Douglas, Esi)., aged 8 mouths," which waa 
pi-oliahly the first iiiterrod. In one part 
are the monuuionts erected by tho oHiccii 
aud men of the navy, to the uiouuiiy of 
ihosa who died in tho service at this sta- 
tion, previous to their actiuiring tlieir 
own burial ground. i^Iuny of thu alalia 
aro but rough biiiard with the lettering in 
black paint, telling of tho decuuHo of the 
old settlers whoso children aro still here, 
and 1(1 wlidiii hii.s descended to agreateror 
lesser degree tho sturdy pursevoranco that 
characterized their fathora. Time and tho 
tdeinonts have obliterated a number of 
these records, but moat are Still intellig- 
ible, and I'll apeak of the reloiillosa stroke 
of death, whicli comes to old and young 
alike. 

"There all are equil; »iilj by aide, 
T'he poor III. Ill aii.l tlu- mu uf [iride 
Lie ealni and itill." 

Numbers who roposo there have but a 
aiighi mound of eariii to toil to the world 
that underneath aro tho iialies of a brother. 
In (me placo aro thu tombs of a niiiiilier of 
former French residents; while the chief 
part of those buried in the cemetery are 
natives of Clreat Britain and Ireland, vory 
few being natives of this province or Can- 
ada. The iiiosit neglected portion is thai 
uf the Chinese, whose giavoa aro j>rinci 
pally unnamed, and sprinkled over with 
the remnnnts of paper preyers and other 
stuff used in their burial ritoa, while their 
furnncu and altars aro left unclean, and 
some of the graves gapini; open of those 
whose b.inet have boon »liij)pud home. 

In 1872 the present site at Ross Hay 
•vaa secured for the burial of the city's 
dead, and since March, 1873, no further 
interments have been made in the Qua- 
dra street ground. The first burial made 
in Ross Bay comotory occurred in March, 
IH72, though tho first authorized iiilor- 
nieiil was one year later. 

Thu men engaged in trimming up thu 
place are still working at it, and it will ho 
liandod over to the city by the pruvinci;il 
alii 111 irilies in a well arranged stale. It 
will bo the duty of our council and all 
citizens to see that this hallowed spot does 
not again relapse into its former condition 
of reproach. It has been at all times a 
self imposed duty and aad pleasure to 
make thu last resting place of departed 
friends clean and neat, and it should be 
tlie endeavor of all havinij ai» interest in 
the idd cemetery to retain its procont re- 
aj.u'ct.able a|ipi'aranco. 

The prtjviiicial aiithorit lea dciervo tha 
thanks of all residents of Victoria for the 
thorough manner in which they have com- 
plied with the request tu put the grounds 
in order.

5.— This (Sun- 
day) miu-iiing at 2:IU) as Chief lMcD(jugall 
and Ollicer W'yiin were going off duty tlioy 
idisorved a light in the town clerk's oflice. 
Upon appwachiug tho place cautiou.ily 
they found thu window up and a man in- 
side working at thu largo safo. Oflioor 
Wynn juped through the oiioning into tho 
ofhco and dodged a blow aimed at his 
htfad by tho burglar with tt jimmy. Tho 
officer then clinched his man and a fierce 
and desporalo struggle took placo for a 
moment or so. The ollicer, however, suc- 
ceeded in placing tho cuffs on tho burglar's 
wrists, and passing him out to tho chief he 
was locked up. 

Montrhal, Sopt. 5. — Mr. Walter 
Raloigh Browne, M. A ., late fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and a dis- 
tinguished member of the British Associ- 
ation, died last nigiit at tho General Hos- 
pital. It appears that the deceased gen- 
tleman, who came to Canada to attend the 
inuetinga, had b^en travelling around tho 
country^ sight-seeing. On his arrival in 
Montreal last-week he was taken sick with 



typhoid fever, and rapidly grew worse. 
Inflammation of the lungs set in, resulting 
in death. 

MoNTKEAL, Sopt. 6. — IMr. Jaa.Drew 
died tliia morning at Longtieil. Mr. 
Drew, who waa born f in ITOO.at Olarenco- 
villo, P. Q., was a penaionor of the Can- 
adian government, having been engaged 
throughout tho war of 1812, and again in 
tho rebcUiop of 1S37, and taken an active 
part in the atl'air at Moore's Corner. Ha 
was roughly used by tho Fenians in the 
raid of I8G0. 

St. Joii.N, N. B., Sopt. 5.— Thos. Nick- 
erson, of IMoncton, and iNIr. Ilogan, of 
Halifax, while intoxicated on Wednesday 
night, started to walk on the track fnnn 
Morton to Moose Home gravel pit. It is 
aupposod they sat down on the track to 
rest. Next morning thoy wero struck by 
the Quebec express train. Hogan re- 
ceived an injury on the head from which 
he died in a short time. Nickorson lost 
ono foot. 

St. .loiiN, N.P.., Sept. ().— At Water- 
ford, Kings ciiiiiily, a boy six years old, 
son of Samuel Pulley, full backward into 
a boiler of hot lyo, and was so severely 
scaldod that ho died. 

ToKONTO, Sept. 7. — The Chicago 'I'ri- 
bune of Thursday says: — Tho body uf a 
stranger named Jiiines C. Law was found 
yesterday in the cm iier of a fence, a mile 
from Union Jlilla, lud., with a bullet 
tlirough the heart. In his pockets wero 
found tvio letters from hia aister at Bel- 
mont cottage, Forf.iir, Scotland, and a 
lutter addressed to the Bank (jf British 
North America in Chicago, applying for a 
situation, and referring to several linns at 
Berlin. There wore also found a draft on 
the Bank of British North America at 
Toronto, on the same bank hero for §201, 
lJ4.;i5 in cash, four baggage checks fioin 
ToronU) to Chicago, a.id ono claim chock 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. The 
deceased waa well dressed, and ia believed 
to bo well connected. Deceased until 
late'y was a clerk in the liauk of British 
North America at Toronto.

DICKENS IN EDINBURGH. 

Pemonnl Acqunliitauco lucrensliijt 
Attructloii ("or tlie Great Writer. 

[Jaiiiori Va.yu in CornUiU ilngazlno.] 
'■Hecamo to Ediaburgli to glvo liis jmb- 
lio reaiiin^ for thd flr^t "^timo, and liad 
little time to spare, of course, for pri- 
vate inturcourse. On iht! ovoiiiritj; after 
his arrival he was so good, libwever, a,s 
to propose a meeting. "Tlie hours and 
days," ho writes, "ruri away whiU> 1 ain 
■ thus ocdiipied, so imperceptibly that I do 
nothing that I propose to myaulf to do. 
I thought we -should have walked ten 
miles tog(!ther by this time. To-morrow 
morning I am going to lalce my daugh- 
ters out to Hawtiiorndi'ii, and It occurs 
to me to ask if yon could spare time to 
go witlyis ou the expedition, ' 

If I had had only twenty-four liours 
to live I should have "spared time" for 
■ Buch.iv jiurpose, which did not indeed 
. seem to tronoli upon my earthly npun at 
all, but to bo a foretaste .of pwadiso. 
"■Such" enthusiasm Is dnkno^m in those 
days, wherein Dickens himself, as an 
American writer iiil'ornis us, "is no 
longer to lio endurod," and will doubtless 
e.Kcite some ridicido; but for my part I 
."■-^am nof one whit ashamed of it. Nay, 
'v^t»ntemptiblo as tho confession may ap- 
pear, I feel tho same love and admira- 
tion for Oharlus Dickens now as I did 
then. What indeed astonished even mo, 
I remember at the time, was that per- 
sonal acquaintance with him iuereased 
rather than diminished iiis marvelous 
attraction for me. 

In general society, ospcclally if it has 
been of an artificial kind, I have known 
hia manner to betray some sense of 
"effort;, but, in the company of thpso with 
whoin ho could feel at home, I have 
never met a man more natui-al ur more 
charming, lie never wasted time in 
commonplaces — thouL'li a li\cly talker, 
ho never uttered a platitude — and what 
he had to say ho said as if he meant it. 
On an occasion, which many of my 
readers will call to mind, he once spoke 
of himself as very human; he did no, of 
course, in a depreciatory .';ense; he was 
tho last person in the world to alVect to 
possess any other nature thun that of 
, his fellows. When some one .said, "How 
. : wicked the world is!" ho answered

Tlie Ht. John N. li Tolograpli (Lib- 
eral) saysi— :'Under'-^,tlje iibpvo beadmg 
the Foronto Globe has a second article 
against the acquisition of Jamaica as a 
province of Cahada. Tho first objection 
put forward is that llio commercial 
advantages wouhl be sniall and dearly 
paid for. Otjection is also taken to 
the bringing in of a large negro plan- 
tation.' Biit, if we reraembnr rigliti}-, 
the Globe was not unwilling to bring 
into the Dominion tiie liorde of North- 
west and Columbia liulians on which 
we have been spemling something like 
a million dollars a year since. Tho ne- 
gro population of tlieWest Indies is 
at least self-supporting and Christian- 
ized. When tho Globe writer says that 
llio commercial advantages of fre(i 
trade between Canada and Jamaica or 
the ^W'3t Indies would be small, it 
takes a view of tlio case which is not 
only unsound but is entirely at vari- 
ance with its advocacy of reciprocity. 
The Province of Canada, of whicli the 
founder of the Globe was a member, 
made great efforts by a comniision sunt 
to the West Indies for tiie purpose, to 
secure reciprocal trade relations witli 
those islands. If free trade, or freer 
trade than we had, would have been an 
advantage then, would it not be so now? 
And how can the tilobe determine that 
the advantages gained by tho annex- 
ation with ilamaica would be dearly 
paid for until the terms of a possible 
union are made known) We opine that 
free trade with the West India islands 
would be worth more to tho eastern 
provinces than a dozen Pacific railways 
on which so many millions of our mon- 
ey has been expended. Can it, lie be- 
cause the advantage would be perhaps 
more to the eastern than to the west- 
ern ))rovinces that the Globe opposes

1 wont within doors 
and expostulated, but for a long time 
without success; tho inmates, I am 
sorry; to, say, did not seem to be ac- 
quainted with Dickens' name — a cir- 
oumstftiice which, though it. would only 
have made him laugh the more, J did not 
venture to disclose. Th(^ fancy picture 
which he drew of my detention in that 
feudal abode and of tlio medieval tor- 
tures which had probably been inflicted 
upon mo, >hiade ample amends, however, 
for what I had suffered on behalf of the 
party. 

In the end we saw all that was to be 
seen; and upvor shall 1 forg(.'t tlu! face 
of tho hereditary guido antl gatekeeper 
when Dickeo'i tipped him in his usual 
lavish manner. This retainer had not 
thought much of him before— indeed, 
had obviou.sly never heard of him — but 
hk salute at parting could not luive bt.'en 
more deferential had the author of 
"Piokwiok'' buon the Lord of the Isles. 
The humors of the day must have made 
some impression upon DiokeiiK himself, 
for in a letter two years afterward he 
mniiida mo of the imprteonmont 1 hud 
suffered for his sake in the gloomy cells 
of Hawthornden. Late that night I 
aupjied with him, after his reading, at 
liis hotel alone; after which I discarded 
forever the picture which I had made in 
my mind of him, and substituted for it 
a still plcasanter one, taken from lifu. 

Tlie "Oil Spot" of the Gulf. 
[Mllwaulteo Wisconsin.] 

"So much has been said of late re- 
garding the use of oil by vessel men 
during heavy st<jrms," .said Lieut. 
Htainm, of the revenue cuttei' Andy 
Johnson, "thiit many people avo hjd to 
believe it n^duces a curling, smashing 
5>ea to a liciuid mound. It doi.^s not ex-

"Tho 'oil .spot' is situated about ten 
milcti otf .Sabine f'ass, into which flows 
tho Sabine river to the gulf of iMcxico. 
The river forms the boundary between 
tho states, of Louisiana and Te.xas. The 
'oil spot' extends two miles along shore 
and seaward about three (piarters of a 
mile. A storm from the northeast, by 
way of ejist to southeast, has a rake of 
from UOO to 700 miles across I he gidf of 
Mexico into this mystic haven. During 
sgale this spot is wonderfully dellnciL 
Looking Beawanl the scene Is grand. 
An aero of towerinij foam marks tho 
abrupt dissolution of the lashing seas 
as they thunder toward the sh(jro. Tlii.s 
ocoiU's in about three fathoms or 
eighteen feet of water, frfim which tho 
storm driven craft, croaking and strain- 
ing in every timber emerges and sud- 
denly finds herself reposing like a child 
rocked in its mother's arms, hemmed in 
by a wall of wrath where tlie weary 
mariner can be lulled to rest by the rcjar 
of the winds. The place is termed tho 
'oil spot,' not from any known anal3 sis 
of its nature, but simply from its oondi- 
tion; it has no troublua water. It is 
to be hoped that some scientist will un- 
fold ita wonders."
